= (FR Hereas Wee are informed of a very great abuſe generally practiſed in all parts of chis king- 


dome, by diuerſe perſons who vnder colour of dꝛiuing catteil towards common Fayzes and 
Markets, as if they meant toſellthe ſame inthe open Fayꝛes and Markets, do oftentimes ſell 
and put away the ſame at Butchers pꝛiuate houfes, and ſometimes vpon the cuening befoꝛe 
the Fayze and Market day, oz veryeatip in the mozning of ſuch Fayze oꝛ Market dayes : by 
JD meanes whereof, ſuch ſtollen cattell are vitcrly killed oz dztuen away, befoze the true owners 
can come to make their claime and challenge thereunto, eſpecially to ſuch as are ſold at But⸗ 
A chers pꝛiuate houſes vpon the euening befozethe Fapze oz Market Tay, fozthatthey are eithcr 
Y p2eſentiy killed and fleyed at ſuch Butchers houſes, oz dztuen away in the night time, ſo that 
the owner,if he come to make purſuit, can neither follow the Tract,noz ble any other meanes 
to recouer his goods againe, By meanes whereof the felons doe commonly eſcape, and are 
i thereby much cncouragedto commit the like ſtcalthes againe, to the generall gricuance of all 
2 bis Maieſties louing ſubiects of this Kingdome, which neee the Loꝛd Deputy and Louns 
cell ofthis Ringdome taking into conlideration, haue thought fit to make and eſtabliſb ſome pꝛouiſionall oꝛder by Act of State 
foꝛ the pꝛelent, vntill further oꝛder may be taken foz the better refozmation thereof, And — Mee doe hereby oꝛder and de⸗ 
tree, and like wile ſtraightiy charge and command, That no common Butcher (ball buy any Shecpe, Oren, Cowes, oꝛ other 
tattell, to kill at his pꝛiuate houſc,noz vpon the high way, noꝛ in any other place but only in open Fayzes # Markets. oꝛ at oz in 
the houſes 02 grounds of ſuch perſons as ſball notoꝛiouſly be knowne to be the true owners thereof, and where ſuch Dren, 
Lowes, Shecpc,oz other cattle haue beene fedde and depaſtured by the ſpace ol one moneth next bekoze the buying thereof,vpon 
paine of fozfeyture of fine pounds ſterl, fox eucry offence committed againſt the tenour of this Pꝛoclamation, whercof the one 
halfe to be to his Maieſt,xthother halfe to him oz them that (ball infoꝛme againſt any ſuch offendoz oz offendozs,and to endure 
ſuch further punilbment (by impꝛilonment oz otherwiſe ) as to Us the L. Deputy a Louncell ſbalbe thought fit to be inflicted 
vpon them foz their wilful contempt in that behalfe. And further, that no maner of perſon oz perſons whatſocucr.ſhal from and 
alter the publiſbing ycreof by pꝛoclamation, ſell oz buy any Cowes, Oxen, ſbeepe, oꝛ other catteli whatſoeuer, that arc oz ſbalbe 
bzought vnto any Fapꝛe oꝛ Market to be ſold,vntill they haue beene placed and ſetled in the open Fayze oz Market: place vp⸗ 
on the vſuall Fayꝛe oz Market day, and that bctwecne the houres ofninc ofthe clocke in the mozning,and thꝛee of the clocke in 
tbc. afternoone of ti;e ſame day,vpon paine of impziſonment as well to the buyers as to the ſellerg, and ſuch further puniſhment 
as to Us — Deputy and Councell ſball like wiſc thinke be thought fit to be inflicted vpon them fox their wilfuli contempt 
in that behalfe. f 
And ee doe hereby likewiſe ſtraightly charge and command all Loꝛds and owners of Fayzes and Markets, T hat they 
doc take diligent care, that no buying oz ſelling be vſed w!ihin their ſeuet all itberties, contrary to the tenour hereof,bpon pa ne 
to haue their ſeuerall Fayzes and Markets reſpectiuely ſeiſed into the Kings hands, fox holding them oz ſuffering them to be 
holden otherwiſe then of right they ought to hold and keepe the ſame, And fox that all dꝛiuing of cattell by night by Butchers 
oꝛ their Dꝛouers, is like wife found to be very inconuenient, as well fox the reſpects befoze mentioned, as alſo foz that by colour 
ol dziuing ſuch cattell in the night time from Fayꝛes and Markets. the Dꝛouers many times take othet mens cattell and dztue 
them along together with their owne, by meancs whereof the ſaid tattell are oftentimes loſt, and neuer heard of againe by the 
true owners : It is therefozc oꝛdꝛed, that no Butcher oz common Dꝛouer, ſbal vpon anp pꝛetence whatſoeuer,fromhencefozth 
ue any Cowes, Calues. ſbeepe, oxen, oꝛ any other beaſts oz cattell whatſocuer, in the night time, that is to ſay, from after the 
un⸗ letting vntilithe Sun-riſing againe, vpon pain to be impꝛiſoned bytwo Juſt, of peace befoꝛe whom any ſuch Dꝛouer oz 
dꝛouers ſhalbe bꝛought. there to remain vntil they ſbal lind ſuerties foʒ their foꝛthcõmng / apparance vpon ten dates warning, 
to anſwer their contẽmpt a not to vle any ſuch dziuing again in the night time. And woe do hereby like wiſe authoꝛiſe all May⸗ 
02s,bayliffcs,conſtables,x other his Maieſt ies officers # miniſters whatſoeuer, as wel within townes coꝛpoꝛate as without, 
and all other his Maieſties louing ſubiects what ſocuet to arreſt i ſlav all and euery ſuch Dꝛouet # Dzouers, & other perſons 
whatſocucr ſo dꝛiuing any ſuch cãttell in the night tine. as perſons woꝛthily to be ſuſpected of ſtealing oz getting the laid cat⸗ 
tell by ſome vnlawfull meanes, and them to carry befoꝛe ſome of his Maieſties Juſtites ot the Peace, to be further dealt with⸗ 
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alleyther by impziſonment and binding as afozeſaid, oz otherwiſe,as vpon examination of the fact the nature of their offences
